AIDING OI K MERCHANT MARINE 


Device to Facilitate 
Instruction in Writing NEW PARK 


Reading English papers’ editorials recently one came to the 
conclusion that the American merchant marine was about on its 
last legs, to use an expressive but mixed metaphor. 
It is with 
some interest that one scans a recent pronouncement of Hon. 
Jonathan Bourne, Jr.. president of the Republican Publicity asso­ 
ciation, who gives this resume of new policies to help our mer­ 
chant marine. 
It is to be hoped that the people of the country generally will 
earnestly and persistently support their representatives at Wash­ 
ington to the end of encouraging our merchant marine. 
It is to 
be regretted that too frequently neither pat riot ism nor permanent 
self-interest prompts Americans to adopt the aggressive tactics 
so common among the people of our leading merchant marine 
rivals. 
The two new policies put into effect were initiated by the 
United State’s Shipping Board and the Post Office Department, 
respectively. 
Under the Merchant Marine Act of 1920, railroads 
are prohibited from making reduced rates on through shipments 
of exports or imports unless the vessels upon which the goods are 
to be carried to foreign ports or upon which they they have been 
brought into the United States from foreign ports, are American* 
The Shipping Board was authorized, however, to suspend opera­ 
tion of that provision and it has been under suspension until the 
present time because the board felt that American tonnage was 
not adequate to serve the trade of the country. 
Now, however, 
feeling that the number and tonnage of American ships are ade­ 
quate and the routes .sueii aa will meet the needs of our trade, the 
board has discontinued the suspension of this provision and hence­ 
forth railroads will be prohibited from making through reduced 
rates for other than American ships. This should have a very de­ 
sirable effect. 
The action taken by the Post Office Department has in view 
the transportation of as la rg e r proportion as possible of outgoing 
and incoming mail in American ships. 
To h large extent the in­ 
coming mail can be controlled by our Post Office Department. 
American mails are to be sent on American ships, wherever pos­ 
sible. 
A large proportion of incoming mail will also be sent on 
American ships. 
Not long ago public attention was called to the fact that when 
British merchants sell goods they sell them with insurance and 
freight included in the contract, thus'giving the British merchant 
control over the insurance premium and the determination of the 
transportation line to handle the goods. 
The British merchant 
has taken care to see that the goods are insured in British com- 
. panics and that they are transported on British ships. 
On the 
other hand, when the British merchant buys abroad he buys f.o.b., 
which again gives him control of the transportation and he favors 
The British line in preference to the ships of any other nation. 
Unfortunately, Americans have not been so aggressive iii their 
effort to build up our ocean transportation service, On the con 
trary, we recently find the deplorable example of one of tbt* most 
important professional organizations in the country making a con­ 
tract many months' in advance for the use of a British ship to 
transport their American members to a world conference to be 
held in London. 
It is high time that every reasonable appeal to patriotism and 
every reasonable method of compulsion be utilized to turn trade to 
American ships and thus build up and permanently maintain an 
adequate merchant marine.

R ead in g English papers’ editorials recently one cam e to the 
conclusion that the American merchant marine was about on its 
last legs, to use an expressive hut mixed metaphor. 
It is with 
some interest that one scans a recent pronouncement of Hon. 
Jonathan Bourne, Jr., president of the Republican Publicity asso­ 
ciation, who gives this resume of new policies to help our mer­ 
chant marine. 
It is to be hoped that the people of the country generally will 
earnestly and persistently support their representatives at Wash­ 
ington to the end of encouraging our merchant marine. 
It is to 
be regretted that too.frequently neither patriotism nor permanent 
self-interest prompts Americans to adopt the aggressive tactics 
so common among the people of our leading merchant marine 
rivals. 
The two new policies put into effect were initiated by the 
United States Shipping Board and the Post Office Department 
respectively. 
Under the Merchant Marine Act of 1920, railroads 
are prohibited from making reduced rates on through shipments 
of exports or imports unless the vessels upon which the goods are 
to be carried to foreign ports or upon which they they have been 
brought into the United States from foreign ports, are American 
The Shipping Board was authorized, however, to suspend opera 
tion of that provision and it has been under suspension until the 
present time because the hoard felt that American tonnage was 
not adequate to serve the trade of the country. 
Now, however 
feeling that the number and tonnage of American ships are ade 
quale and the routes such as will meet the needs of our trade, the 
hoard has discontinued the suspension of this provision and hence­ 
forth Tailrcads will he prohibited from making through reduced 
rates for'other than American ships. This should have a very de­ 
sirable effect. 
The action taken by the Post Office Department has in view 
the transportation of as la rg e r proportion as possible of outgoing 
and incoming mail in American ships. 
To a large extent the in­ 
coming mail can be controlled by our Post Office Department 
American mails are to be sent on American ships, wherever pos­ 
sible. 
A large proportion of incoming mail will also be sent on 
American ships. 
Not long ago public attention was called to the fact that when 
British' merchants sell goods they sell them with insurance and 
freight included in the contract, t hus'giving the British merchant 
control over the insurance premium and the determination of the 
transportation line to handle the goods. 
The British merchant 
. has taken care to see that the goods are insured in British com- 
. panies and that they are transported on British ships. 
On the 
other hand, when the British merchant buys abroad he buys f.o.b., 
which again gives him control of the transportation and he favors 
•the British line in preference to the ships of any other nation. 
Unfortunately, Americans have not been so aggressive in their 
effort to build up our ocean transportation service.

trary, we recently Had the deplorable example of one of the most 
important professional organizations in the country making a con­ 
tract many months' in advance for the use of a British ship to 
transport their American members to a world conference to be 
held in London.

dence today, pointing to the reality of 
the legends of early clvM xation in the 
Southw est la the altar of Sen Xavier 
mission, conducted at the present time 
by C atholic slaters for the relief of 
the sick and needy among the Indians. 
For several honored years the m ission 
" a i a cathedral and It Is situated a 
few m iles outside of the city of Tuc­ 
son, Aria. 
The altar is Inlaid with 
virgin gold, and pure gold w as beaten 
Into the masonry and decorations of 
the chancel when it was constructed 
early In the Seventeenth century. 
The records of use m ission, which 
have been carefully kept for genera­ 
tions, show that the gold w as brought 
by Indians from the Canada del Oro, 
where It w as mined under the direr 
lion of Spanish priests. 
In fact. Hie 
old trail by which the precious metal 
was transported on mules' backs still 
exists and lends 
directly 
from 
the 
cathedral Into Canada del 
Oro 
and 
then loses itself in desert w astes. 
The Apaches attacked the mission 
about one hundred years ago and drove 
away the priests. 
For several years 
the Indian tribes use»f the building as 
a stable, but they did not touch the 
altar of gold. 
It Is believed that they 
had no interest in gold intrinsically, 
for their m edicine men are thought to 
have had, even at that late date, com­ 
plete inform ation about rich deposits 
of desert gold.—New York Tribune.

Whale Fishing
